By and by the 
soldiers grew tired, and not seeing any 
signs of danger, they knocked at the 
door of the center room, and asked 
permission to alter the arrangement, 
o that they might have a little 
amusement. 

The sergeant gave consent on con- 
dition that there should be always 
nine men on each side of the house, 
and then retired to rest. 

About an hour afterward he went 
his rounds and found the men ar- 
ranged thus: 

He counted carefully. 

There were nine on each 4 
side, so he went peace- 

fully to bed again quite 1 
satisfied with the conduct 
ol bis men, and little 
imagining that four sol- 
diers had gone for a walk in the 
town, as you mav see if you count 
the numbers in the plan adjoining.

Soon after the sergeant nad retired, 
four more fresh soldiers came in, se 
the number of the detachment was 
increased to thirty-two. Once more 
the vigilant sergeant Wönt round. 
Once more he found nine on each 
side, and went back to his room 
without suspecting mischief. 

Why should he be doubtful when 
there were always nine on each side? 

By and by four more men came in, 
and the number in the building war 
raised to thirty-six. The 
men were at first afraid 
that they would be found

CONGRESSIONAL LABORS. . 


The unfinished business of the 
Senate is a bill forthe creation of 
agriculture experiment stations. It, 
and the bill prohibiting members of 
Congress from acting as railroad 
attorneys, are expected to consume 
most of the time this week. The 
executive list of appointments will 
be a long one, but it is thought that 
few of the cases will provoke dis- 
cussion. The electoral count bill 
Tuesday will probably not consume 
much time. The first business be- 
fore the House is Mr. Townshend’s 
motion to pass the bill to limit 
jurisdiction of the U. S. Courts in 
patent cases and protect innocent 
purchasers of patents. In the 
morning hour, Tuesday, the Com- 
mittee on Pacific Railroads intends 
to call up for actlon, a resolution 
providing for an investigation of 
the books of the Pacific railroad 
companies. It is probable the 
House will also be asked to act 
upon the conference report on the 
Inter-State Commerce bill. 


EDITORIAL NOTES 


The great explosion of powder on 
board ship at San Francisco will 
start all sorts of writers to proposing 
all sorts of measures to prevent such 
things. A good many will advise 
the passage of laws to cover the case 
These things called accidents have 
always happened and always will 
and the only thing any one can do 
is to handle dangerous materials 
with extra care and only put them 
in charge of cureful cheu when being 
handled.

DEATH OF GENERAL HAZEN 


The Stanley Expedition to go Via 
Zanzibar. 
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A Rough Experience. 
| St. Louis, January 17. 

Meyer Kauffman, a well-known 
commission merchant, arrived in this 
city yesterday from Cuba, after an ex- 
perience there which he will not soon 
forget, aud for which he will ask the 
United States to demand of the Span- 
ish Government, $50,000. Kauffman 
left this city ip the early part of last 
month for Mexico, and when at Vea 
Cruz he obtained a passport to Cuba, 
for himself and an interpreter 
named John Fura. Immediately 
upon his arrival at Havana, a Spanish 
officer approached him and without 
an explanation of any kind, lugged 
him off to jail and locked him 
up. It was some time before he 
comprehended the situation, but he 
explained, as best he could, that there 
was a mistake somewhere. He did 
not at first mind the matter, thinking 
his explanation would result in his 
release in a very short time. Two or 
three days passed and ho was still con- 
fined in jail, having no place whereon 
to lie but the flagging of his cell, and 
being furnished with nothing more 
substantial in the way of food, than a 
prison fare of breadand water. He 
learned that he had been arrested, and 
that the charge against him was, that 
he had swindled a merchant in the 
City of Mexico to the extent of $27,000. 
He had been arrest d as a man named 
Meyer, and the clew upon which the 
Spanish authorities went in the arrest, 
was furnished by his first name, and 
the fact that the swindler was of the 
same race as himself. For 12 days 
and as many nights, Kauffman was 
confined in a Spanish dungeon, and 
after the first few days he found bim- 
self well-nigh starved and exhausted, 
with sleeping on the rough stone flag- 
ging. An officer at last arrived from 
Mexico, who, after examining him, 
declared that he was not the man he 
was looking for. On this, the Cuban 
authorities permitted his release, and 
he was sent off without a word of 
apology or explanation. 


A Formidable Organization. 
PHILADELPHIA, January 17. 
The press to-morrow will say: A 
gigantic scheme fora general organi- 
zati em of all the coal miners and mine 
laborers of the United States, under 
one banner,is now being accomplished 
by the Knights of Labor. It will be 
the most powerful and far-extending 
association of miners ever known ip 
this country, and is expected even- 
tually to absorb and supercede the 
present orgauiz+tion among that class 
The purpose in view is 
notan immediate demand for higher 
wages or shorter hours, but to estab- 
lish a mutual understandiog for con- 


certed action in other directions. 


A Centennial Celebration. 

WaSHINGTON, January 17. 
Senator Hoar, from the Committee 
on the Centennial Celebration of the 
Inauguration of the Federal Constita- 
non, reported to-day. The report recom- 
mends that the celebration take place 
in April 1889, by an address to be de- 
livered before the President of the 
United States and the two housés of 
Congress, by the Chief Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court,to which 
all ministers of foreign courts are to be 
admitted. The vccasion is to be further 
celebrated by civic and military ob- 
servances, the detgils of which are to 
be settled hereafter. 


A Just Measure. 
CotumsBus, Ohio, January 17. 

The Ohio State Legislacure has 
adopted joint resolutions requesting 
Senators and Congressmen to urge the 
passage ofa bill introduced by Con- 
gressman Price of Wisconsin, which 
would refund to the Northern S ates the 
amounts paid by them on the direct 
war tax, August Sth, 1861, 
and would relieve the Southern States’ 
proportion assessed against them, 
and still unpaid. The amount of the 
approovriation to carry this into effect 

will not exceed $15,000,000.

The Parallel cleared on Thursday 
for Astoria. She is of 142 tons bur- 
den, was built in San Francisco in 
1865, and ig, owned by S. B. Peter- 
sou. The crew of the Parallel is 
supposed to have escape: ia the 
ship’s boats and, as they would nat- 
urally make for port, a lookout was 
belug kept at Meigu’s wharf for 
them, but up to 2:30 o’clock this 
morning nothing had been seen of 
them. he night was bright aud 
clear aud the sea not stormy, all of 
which circumstances were in favor 
of the men escaping if they got 
safely away from the schooner in 
Meagre reports were re- 
ceived from the wreck last n ght, 
but it is evident that she drifted 
south from Point Lobos into the 
little bay to the

The 
xchange also owned a house of 
eight or ten rooms, which was occu- 
pied by Hyslop aud aunt and a fe- 
male cousin. 
and cousin on the hill, uninjured, 
they having crawled out from the 
debris of the house when it was 
shaken dowu upon them.

The Grass Valley (Cal.) Union of 
October 10 prints the following in- 
formation: Louis Blanding says the 
generally accepted statement that 
the largest nugget ever found in Cal- 
ifornia was worth a little more than 
$21,000 is an erroneous one. He 
says that J. J. Finney, ‘Old Vir- 
ginia,’ found a piece of gold about 
six miles from wnieville, Sierra 
County, on the 21st day of August, 
1867, that weighed 5,000 ounces. 
The gold of that vicinity was worth 
$18 an ounce,which would make the 
value of the nugget $90,000. This 
would make the Finney nugget the 
largest piece of pure gold ever dis- 
covered, so far as accounts go. 
Heretofore, the Australian nugget, 
found in the Bellarat gold fields, 
been considered the largest. It was 
valued at $60,000. Finney, or ‘ Old 
Virginia,’ as he was familiarjy 
called in those days, afterward went 
to Washoe when the great silver 
discoveries were made there, and 
from him the townof Virginia City 
took its name. The man who dis- 
covered the largest nugget in the 
California mines and gave his name 
to the richest mining camp in the 
world, died in extreme poverty.”
